Theatre is not always just about entertainment. CATHY LEVY meets 
David Lan, artistic director of the Young Vic, to discover the sum of the parts 


heatre as a tool for social and 
environmental change. This is the 
eyebrow-knitting topic that David 
Lan is preparing to debate with his friend 
and colleague Paul Heritage at the Dulwich 
Festival. It’s something he professes to know 
only a little about, but one gets the feeling 
this acclaimed artistic director of the Young 
Vic is j ust a little self-effacing, and rather 
more wise, talented and all-round culturally 
insightful than he’d willingly reveal. 

Modesty aside, he lays all credit for his 
part in the talk to his friend, Professor Paul 
Heritage of Queen Mary University. Born 
in Brazil, Heritage founded People’s Palace 
Projects, which produces theatre that 
promotes social change in Britain, Burkina 
Faso, Brazil and Azerbaijan. “The two of us 
and our respective companies, Young Vic 


and People’s Palace Projects, are working 
together on a big project, creating work 
in Brazil, in the Amazon forest. It’ll happen 
partly there and here, building towards 
a show we’ll perform here over Christmas.” 

The pair began plotting this a few years 
back, with Heritage as its director and 
Lan the producer. “Paul works in various 
ways with young people who are under 
some sort of acute traumatic social pressure, 
putting them together and creating a way 
of thinking about arts and culture as an 
alternative way of living. My real priority is 
in the making of the show and the moment 
of the meeting between that show and 
its audience.” 

Although originally trained as an actor, 
Lan never pursued that path for work. “I 
started writing,” he says. “Most of my life in 


the theatre before running this place was as 
a writer. I was lucky, my plays got picked up 
by the Royal Court theatre in my early 20s.” 
He’s also published what’s widely regarded 
as a classic of modern social anthropology, 
Guns and Rain: Guerillas and Spirit 
Mediums in Zimbabwe. It’s still taught 
throughout the world. 

In 2000 Lan took hold of the Young 
Vic and began to stretch the remit, extend 
the boundaries and open wide its doors 
to create inspirational works and make this 
a unique, inclusive space, straddling two 
boroughs as it does (a plus for local residents 
of Lambeth or Southwark who get to see 
productions for free). Last year, following 
its £7m redevelopment scheme, it even 
picked up the 2007 RIBA London 
Building of the Year. 
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“We do an enormous amount of work 
in our immediate neighbourhood with 
schools and community groups. But 
everything we do is about performance at 
some level — what we know a little bit about 
is theatre, I mean, I’m not a social worker. 
We work with groups who see themselves 
as survivors of the mental health system, 
and others who are survivors of addictions, 
there’s a group of ex-sex workers and so on. 
Our main purpose beyond all else is to put 
on shows and we like to produce them in 
away that would be of interest to anybody.” 

But how exactly does he choose those 
plays? “That’s a good question. I think if 
you put it in its most general terms, there 
are powerful forces that we live with today 
which dehumanise us, which make it 
progressively more difficult to live a fully 
human life and to fulfil the complex 
potential that everybody has. So you travel 
on the underground or you sit for 10 hours 
on a plane and you spend most of your time 
aggressively ignoring the people next to 
you. It’s very difficult not to live like that. 
The density of experience that comes 
flooding at us all the time is so 
unsustainable that you can’t break your 
heart over every person who needs help. 

One thing about working in the arts is you 
can create circumstances in which for a brief 
period of time you can overcome all that. 
The relationships you form with the people 
you’re with can be, if you’re lucky, complex 
and deep and humanising. The total 
experience of entering this building — which 
is why it’s so carefully designed — is to do 
with trying to get back to, even briefly, a 
sense of wholeness and integrity.” 

See, it’s not just two hours sat in the dark 
watching people in costumes parade on 
a stage. And it’s also why, when it works, 
we’re able to walk away feeling moved and 
touched and, briefly, changed. 

But making and sustaining good theatre 
will always be tough with its constant 
pressures of ticket sales, funding and 
production values. It’s the imagination 
that’s to blame, says Lan. “If you can do 
one play, you’ll always want to do two. 


The struggling is because there are no limits 
to the imagination really. If we only did one 
show our financial problems would be over, 
but you always want to do more. One’s 
always pushing at the margins and trying 
to expand the possibilities.” 

He stops to talk about the two young 
people who came to visit him about a play 
they’re doing. They were filled with 
excitement, he says, and it made him think: 
“Where the hell does that come from, why 
does it keep turning up like little bluebells 
you’ve planted? It’s astonishing, some 
people feel it’s their life, it’s their destiny.” 
What Lan and the Young Vic seem to do is 
positively encourage that yearning and 
excitement. “A big part of my job is trying 
to create the environment, the ambience in 


which things can happen. We see it here 
that we have a culture of yes, as opposed 
to a culture of no, so if people want to do 
something, the default should be yes, and 
you only say no if there really is no way 
of doing whatever it is. But one’s impulse 
should be yes, if you really want to do 
something, let’s find a way of doing it. Life 
would be very boring otherwise.” Now 
that deserves a standing ovation surely.

goes behind the scenes of the 
Cinema Museum in Lambeth 


F ew people would want to earn their 
crust in a Victorian workhouse, but 
Martin Humphries is here, in one of 
Charlie Chaplin’s childhood homes, six days 
a week. The friendly figure at the entrance to 
the Master’s House, casual with tied-back 
grey tresses and slouchy cardigan, is at 
odds with the desolate brick institution, 
flanked by half-demolished buildings 
in a backstreet of Kennington. 

For the last 9 years, the former 
Lambeth Workhouse has housed the 
Cinema Museum, co-founded by 
Humphries and friend Ronald 
Grant in 1986. What lies within is a 
magical record of the whole cinema-going 
experience, ranging from reels of film to 
usherettes’ torches. Humphries is a director 
of the museum and operations manager for 
the associated Ronald Grant Picture 
Archive, which funds it. But this wasn’t what 
he planned to do. 

“I used to go to the cinema a lot when 
I was a child and certainly when I was at 
university, but I was more interested in the 
theatre,” admits Humphries. That changed 
in 1979, after meeting Ronald Grant at 
Oval House arts centre. Grant had started 
a picture library, featuring all aspects of 
the cinema and had also amassed a large 
number of films, posters and projectors, 
all of which needed organising. 
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“Once Ronald realised I had strong 
administration skills, he was very keen that 
I come and work for him, which I did in 
1983,” says Humphries. “He’s very 
entrepreneurial, but when pictures came 
back, he wouldn’t put them back in the 
filing cabinets. I came in and sorted all that 
out, set up systems and made the operation 
run more efficiently.” 

He wistfully remembers starting out in 
crumbling Raleigh Hall in Brixton. “Those 
were the halcyon days. You could put the 
answerphone on in the afternoon and go 
and see a film at The Ritzy. You can’t do 
that these days; you have to be available.” 
Humphries continues, “We were able to 
improve the storage conditions of the 
collection and then we had this incredible 
bonanza when we ended up with all this 
stuff from Aberdeen. ” 

He’s referring to the moment their 
hoard reached critical mass in 1986. Grant 
and Humphries bought two huge truck- 
loads of objects which had been stored in 
a church in Aberdeen following local 
cinema closures. “We just happened 
to be there at the right time and it was 
like walking into an Aladdin’s cave,” 
Humphries recalls. They acquired doors, 
light-fittings, seats, carpet samples and 


ushers’ uniforms, mostly dating from the 
40s and 30s. “It was then that we realised 
this was a significant collection that needed 
a long-term future, where it would be 
accessible and could be displayed. That’s 
where the idea of a museum came from.” 

“Up until that point we were just thinking 
about saving things that were lovely and 
we didn’t want them to get destroyed. We 
had already collected things from cinemas 
that were being demolished,” explains 
Humphries. “Generally, people were fine 
if you gave them 20 quid, because we were 
saving them a job if we came in and took 
decorative items. They didn’t see any value 
in them and thought we were slightly crazy.” 

Twenty-two years later, the corridors of 
the Lambeth Workhouse are packed with 
every conceivable cinema-related item: film 
cans stacked high, foyer signs, projectors 
and promotional ephemera. A beautiful 
etched glass Art Deco panel was salvaged 
from Lewisham’s Gaumont Palace (c 1930), 
while there are examples of the original 
1911 plasterwork from Brixton’s Ritzy. 

Greta Garbo and Dirk Bogarde stare from 
their posters on the stairway, leading to 
rooms stuffed floor to ceiling with film- 
related books, complete runs of Spotlight 
and Photoplay and over 150 filing cabinets 


of photographs. It’s overwhelming, 
but Humphries appears to know where 
everything is; challenged with finding an 
archive picture ofThe Capitol in Forest 
Hill, he emerges triumphantly from 
a cabinet within seconds, brandishing 
a black and white print dating from 1946. 

Dealing with photo requests is one of 
Humphries’ main tasks, along with 
scanning material for the online library 
and helping researchers navigate the 
archives, but recently his job has included 
looking for new premises. This follows the 
crushing news that they must vacate the 
building by the end of May and may be 
forced to leave the borough. The museum 
was recently given a two-month reprieve by 
their landlord, the South London and 
Maudsley NHS Trust, which is selling up. 
Currently Humphries doesn’t know where 
the treasures will go next. 

“Obviously at the moment, there’s a lot 
of talking to people about the future,” says 
Humphries. “It’s a bit stressful.” Open 
afternoons on a Sunday have raised the 
museum’s profile: “The amount of interest 
that’s been shown recently has been a real 
boost,” he says, “but we haven’t yet met 
anyone who can do anything for us. Our 
ideal would be a permanent space where we 
could create a very atmospheric exhibition 
from the material we’ve got; it would be 
evocative of what a cinema is like. Then, 
we’d like a temporary exhibition space that 
could key into something that’s going on 
elsewhere, say an exhibition on Charlton 
Heston if there was a retrospective at the 
BFI Southbank. It really is just finding 
a space that works.” 

While the future of this unique and 
very special enterprise remains uncertain, 
it is clearly a labour of love for Humphries, 
Grant and the other five members of staff. 
“This is nothing like an average job,” he 
says. “It’s for life.” •

SHANNON DENNY goes behind the scenes 
of local fashion brand Odie & Amanda 



A manda Byrnes has worked in 
just about any job in the field 
of fashion that you can think of. 
Since leaving school, the lifelong Londoner 
has been a shop girl, buyer, merchandiser 
and model booker. She even once had a stall 
in Portobello Market, and it was here that 
the eponymous Odie & Amanda 
womenswear label was born. 

“We used to always go for the same 
vintage prints on a Friday and we’d end 
up fighting over a pair of 1970s curtains,” 


Amanda says of Odie Green, who once held 
the stall next to hers. The pair eventually 
decided they’d rather collaborate than 
wrestle over fabric, and so the Odie & 
Amanda label was launched seven years ago. 

From the start, their goal was to produce 
“nice, beautifully designed, handmade 
things that weren’t made in sweatshops.” 
The philosophy continues today, although 
Odie left the company last year to get 
married and Amanda has upgraded 
considerably from the market stall. 


With designer Stephen Sherrington, she 
now runs independent shops in the Oxo 
Tower and in Camberwell. Unusually 
in today’s current climate of instant, 
throwaway attire, all of the label’s garments 
are designed and manufactured within the 
capital — even their machinists are in west 
London. The range is exclusive to the two 
shops, so they don’t do wholesale and the 
creations aren’t sold anywhere else. 

The operation is not unlike a market stall 
in that the pair are constantly creating new 
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Shopper by Stephen 
Sherrington, £25 


garments rather than only producing two collections a year. 

“We do very small runs, so we might make 12 of a dress,” says 
Amanda. “We change stock quite quickly—we like to keep 
people interested.” 

The pair have maintained a style file that goes back seven years, 
containing every pattern the label has ever made. Women who want 
something different or to fit an unusual figure can pick a pattern 
and take advantage of Stephen’s passion for made-to-measure 
clothing. A client might specify a certain Liberty fabric, 
a favourite shade of pink or press-studs rather than covered buttons; 
in any event a garment takes two or three weeks to complete. 

Amanda is a bit of a curator as well as a couturier, stocking pieces 
by friends and designers from around London — there’s handmade 
jewellery by Ciel of Camberwell, Portobello label Looking Glass, 
Laidbare products from Beckenham, Indigo organic fairtrade 
t-shirts made in Bermondsey; organic bamboo knitwear by New 
Cross brand Bailey and jewellery from south east London designer 
Lucy Allen. “I’ve always been interested in local,” says Amanda. 

“I think it’s a nice way to be.” (

ANWAR BRETT speaks to Paul McEwan, 
the Yorkshireman and Emmerdale actor 
who has made himself at home

I f it seems a little ironic that he moved 
south to pursue his acting career, only 
for a major role to take him back within 
a few miles of where he was born and 
brought up, then Paul McEwan can still 
smile about it. 

Having grown up in Hoyland near 
Barnsley, he came to London a decade or 
more ago to train at ALRA in Wandsworth, 
and was already building a diverse CV 
when he was cast in the evergreen soap 
Emmerdale late last year — which took him 
right back to his old stomping ground. 

“There is an irony to it,” he explains, 
“because a few years ago all the work was 
in London but I think it’s getting spread 
out more now. I think that’s healthy because 
everybody used to feel they had to live here 
and now it’s a choice. I love London, 

I’ve always loved it from the moment 
I came here.” 

With his current spell on the soap 
just over, McEwan can at least reflect on

the impact his policeman character 
Shane Doyle made on the show. Yet in 
spite of the havoc he caused in the lives 
of other characters, most notably poor 
Donna Louise-Dingle, he has yet to find 
himself demonised in the way other 
memorable bad guys in such programmes 
have been. 

“To be honest when I first came in and 
was harassing Verity I thought I’d get a bit 
of hate mail,” he chuckles, “but everyone’s 
writing that they really love the character 
and asking for signed photos. I thought, 
Tm not doing my job here!”’ 


The regionally specific nature of 
Emmerdale — the fictional village of the 
title is supposedly based between Bradford 
and Leeds — suggests that anyone sharing 
a carriage with McEwan on the Victoria 
Line or walking past him on some south 
London street, would not necessarily 
associate him with a character from 
something set so far away. 

“I actually get that up there, never mind 
down in London. I popped into the local 
supermarket the other day. I’ve been going 
in there on and off all my life. I paid for my 
paper and the lady behind the counter did 
a double-take. I’ve known her for years, 
to look at and maybe talk to when I was 
younger, and she turned round and said, 
‘You know you look j ust like a guy 
in Emmerdale . ” 

“I said, ‘I know, it’s me and you’ve known 
me since I was 15.’ So that even happens up 
there. It’s not so bad down south because it 
does have a predominantly northern fan 
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base. But I attended the Emmerdale fan club 
weekend in February and people came from 
Ireland, from Wales, from Scandinavia. I’d 
be fascinated to see the demographics of its 
audience broken down to find out where 
people are watching it, because people 
think of it as a north of Watford soap but 
I don’t think it is.” 

Away from Emmerdale McEwan’s 
career has taken in work on stage and 
screen, and in movies including Tied In 
Blood scheduled for release this year. Prior 


to that he established himself with extensive 
work in the theatre culminating in a spell 
with the Royal Shakespeare Company. 

“I went up to the Hull Truck Theatre 
Company in 1999,” he recalls, “and did 
Romeo and Juliet , playing Lawrence and 
Tybalt which was a fab double. Then I did 
an episode of Clocking Of} when it first 
started. They put it on all over Christmas 
and I think that really helped get my 
audition into the RSC, which I joined in 
2000. You meet some of your heroes there, 


like David Trough ton, who I was lucky 
enough to work with alongside Sam West 
in RichardII. 

“Working with both of them was 
wonderful. On top of that you get 10 weeks 
rehearsal, and then you’re doing the play for 
a year and a half. In the days of the rep 
system you’d go out and meet these really 
good actors and just learn. The RSC gives 
you that, you go in there and there are 
brilliant actors left, right and centre and 
you get to be on stage with them for a year 
and a half, and you grow. ” 

The 37-year-old is clearly a keen student 
of acting, his heroes ranging from Paul 
Newman and A1 Pacino to Albert Finney 
and Robert Shaw, though when he’s not 
indulging his passion for film and theatre 
he surely finds even greater drama following 
his beloved Leeds United. He’s a long¬ 
distance fan now though, based as he is 
between Clapham and Brixton. And he 
firmly declares himself a fan of the area. 

“What I love about south London is that 
it’s got energy and greenery. I live a short 
walk from Brockwell Park which is just 
fantastic. I really enjoy getting out there and 
being surrounded by greenery and trees, it’s 
wonderful. There’s a pub in Clapham 
North called The Railway. When we were at 
the RSC rehearsing we used to spend most 
nights in there, getting acquainted. It’s still 
one of my favourite haunts.” 

As a proud Yorkshireman who has fallen 
for his adopted London home, McEwan is 
enthusiastic about its benefits and well 
placed to observe the very particular tribal 
qualities in all corners of the capital. 

“The only north-south divide I get 
involved in is the real one,” he chuckles. 

“I’ve not found London to be that tribal 
actually. What I love about it is the 
opposite, I love its eclecticism. I think when 
you’re outside major cities things become 
much more tribal. There’s a way of doing 
things and there’s a way of dressing and a 
way of looking. What’s extraordinary for 
me when you go to London is it’s primarily 
about individuality, and for me that’s the 
most exciting thing about it.”

The ApneaLink monitor recorded and 
evaluated John's breathing patterns during 
the night. The results the next day were 
astounding - John actually stopped breathing 
12 times during the night but apparently his is 
only a mild case. The dentist was very 


reassuring though, and said that he could 
make an appliance (an MRD) for John to 
wear that would keep his lower jaw in a 
forward position all night and that would 
almost completely relieve the mild sleep 
apnoea and snoring. 

What a relief! That was six months ago and I 
can’t believe how much better I feel during the 
day now I can sleep straight through - and 
John says the same. We both have so much 
more energy and all that tiredness I had put 
down to getting older has just disappeared. I 
feel like a new woman. Needless to say I have 
also moved back into the bedroom! So if you 
or someone you know is suffering from the 
effects of snoring then please do sort it out - it 
could stop them having all sorts of health 
problems and you will be amazed at the 
difference it can make!

LIVING SOUTH visits potter Julian Stair to discuss 
matters of life, death and macchiato 


T he work of ceramicist Julian Stair is 
found in over 20 public collections 
including the Victoria & Albert 
Museum, British Council, American 
Museum of Art & Design and the Hong 
Kong Museum of Art. In a career spanning 
almost 30 years, he has lived and worked in 
Camberwell, Brixton and Stockwell, but 
today his home is in Dulwich and his studio 
is a former garage in a residential street near 
Lordship Lane. 

Having made vessels ranging from 
dishwasher-safe mugs in his own kitchen 
to eight-foot funerary ware in the country’s 
leading contemporary art collections, he’s 
just the man to talk about the ins and 
outs of pots... 

Cups I think are fascinating... 

on all sorts of levels because they’re objects 
that we use. They’re very human, they’re 
very domestic; they’re built into our lives. 


Food and drink are at the heart of a lot of 
social interaction. 

Because pots are very familiar... 
people tend to see through them. I want 
to make people look at things freshly. So 
the idea of pots is that yes we use them, but 
it’s also about their aesthetics, how they 
look and how we display them. 

If you had full tea as a kid... 

the bone china would come down off 
the dresser, cups and saucers and teapots 
and jugs. You’d sit around and be on your 
best behaviour asking, “Who should be 
mother?” And then you’d have the bowl for 
pouring out the slops, so that when you had 
a second cup of tea it was fresh with no tea 
left in the bottom. There you have objects 
that are the focal point of social interaction. 
So that’s art that is visual, it’s art that is 
tactile, it is art that actually facilitates a social 


occasion. That to me is a really interesting 
area to work in as an artist. 

I’m interested in the consistency of form... 

the way you have a shape and can take it 
through subtle differences of scale and 
subtle modulations of colour, combining 
a variety of materials where you get a greater 
interplay between colour, texture and form. 

Pots are about formal concerns... 

shape, colour, line, texture — but then 
they’re objects which you experience. 
Instead of looking at a piece of sculpture 
and not being allowed to touch it, you are 
feeling that and that is cold porcelain. 

That’s got your tea in your hand. 

I use lots of pots made by potters... 

as well as my own. I realised at home years 
ago that I don’t use any industrial pots. 
Some people come to the house and get 
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a bit overwhelmed because they have to 
make a choice. There are things that I 
really, really value. Tea I have often out of 
a Sarah Walters cup, and I have a Richard 
Batterham teapot that I use most mornings. 

One great aunt... 

had bone china teacups with handles that 
were butterflies. It was so nerve-wracking 
as a kid. Boy, talk about engaging with 
that object! 

My favourite... 

is the macchiato, an espresso with a small 
quantity of milk—the best of both worlds. 

Pots are central to our lives... 
but I think they’re also not just functional 
utilitarian but very interesting in 
conceptual terms as well. We talk about pots 
in terms of the human body: foot, neck, lip. 
It’s an anthropomorphic language. Cups 
are containers, they’re vessels. And then, if 
you think of the human body, that’s also 
a container. So there’s a profound 
conceptual identity to pots. 

Making funerary ware is about... 
celebrating in life in all of its forms. The 
alchemy of ceramics is about taking inert 
materials and firing them, exposing them 
to heat, and then they go through a physical 


and a chemical change to become 
another material. So that’s about 
transformation. There are 
fantastic parallels with the body. 
There are so many references in 
the Bible to us being made of the 
soil; we’re kind of made of the stuff 
of the world, then a spirit animates 
us, and with burial we effectively 
go back to where we came from. 
Making an art object that reflects 
that natural process of life and 
death, it’s an amazing analogy. 



Ceramics is an opportunity... 

to engage with quite interesting 
and profound ideas about what art 
is and where it fits into human life 
and our culture. Some people say 
that the whole emergence of 
human civilisation, the settled 
life of hunter-gatherers, was all 
around growing and harvesting 
grain. Well that couldn’t happen 
if we didn’t have containers to 



actually store it, and so you look 
at pots as an integral part of 
human civilisation.
